. Fg As this /acrament looks back, it is a memorial 
which our Lord hath left in his church, of what he 
wes pleaſed to ſuffer for her. For though theſe ſuf- 
lerings of his were both ſo dreadful and holy, as 
to make the heavens mourn, the earth quake, and 
all men tremble : yet becauſe. the greateſt things 
are apt to be forgotten when they are gone, there- 
fore he was pleaſed, at his laſt ſupper, to ordain 
this, as a holy memorial and repreſentation of what 
he was then about to ſuffer. So that when Chriſtian 
oſterity (like the young Hraelites who had not ſeen

And ſurely, it is no common regard we ought. 
to have for theſe venerable repreſentations, which 
God himſelf hath. fet up in and for his church. 
For theſe are far more than an ordinary figure. 
And all ſorts of /zgns.and monuments are more or 
leſs venerable, according to the. things which they - 
repreſent. And theſe, beſides their ordinary uſe, . 
bear as it were on their face the glorious character 
of their divine appointment, and the expreſs deſign. 
that God hath to revive thereby, and to expole to, 
all our ſenſes, his ſufferings, as if they were pre- 
lent now.

3. Ought not then one who looks on theſe or- 
dinances, and conſiders the great and dreadful paſ- 
ſages which they ſet before him, to ſay in his heart, 
J obſerve on this altar ſomewhat very like the 
ſacrifice of my Saviour?

As the Hraelites, whenever 
they ſaw the cloud on the Tabernacle, which God - 
had hallowed to be the ſign of his preſence, preſently 
uſed to throw themſelves on their faces, not to Wor-

them, and to worſhip him whom they repreſent. 


7. To complete this worſhip, let us exerciſe ſuch 
a faith, as may anſwer the great end of this ſacra- 
ment. The main intention of Chriſt herein, was 


not, the bzre remembrance of his Paſſion; but over 


and above, to invite us to his ſacrifice, not as done 


and gone many years ſince, but, as to grace and 


mercy, itil] laſting, ſtill new, ſtill the ſame as when 


it was firſt offered for us. The ſacrifice of Chriſt 


being appointed by the Father for a propitiation that 


ſhould continue to ull ages; and withal being ever- 


laſting by the privilege of its own order, which is 


an unchangeable prieſthood, and by his worth who 


olfered it, that is, the bleſſed Son of God, and by 


the power of the eternal Spirit, through whom it 
was offered: it muſt in all reſpects ſtand eternal, 
the ſame yeſterday, to-day, and for ever. 


8. Here then faith muſt be as true a ſubſiſtence. 


of "thoſe things paſt- which we believe, as it is of 
the things yet to come, which we hope for: by 
the help of which, the believer being eyes at 
the Lord's table, as at the very foot of his croſs, 


ſhould with earneſt forrow confeſs and lament all 
his ſins, which were the nails and ſpears that pierced 


his Saviour. We ourſelves bave crucified that juſt

us fall amazed at that ſtroke of divine juſtice, that, 
could not be fatisfied but by the death of God 
How dreadful is this place!

What thanks ſhould we pay for 
thoſe inconceivable mercies of God the Father, who 
ſo gave up his only Son! And for the mercies of 
God the Son, who thus gave himſelf up for us! | 
9. My Lord and my God, I behold in this bread, 
made of corn that was cut down, beaten, ground, 
and bruiſed by men, all the heavy blows, and 
plagues, and pains, which thou didſt ſuffer from thy 
murderers. I behold in this bread dried up and 
\ baked with fire, the fiery wrath which thou didſt 
| ſiffer from above! My God, my God, why haſt. 
thou forſaken him ! The violence of wicked men 
firſt hath made him a martyr ; then the fire of. hea- 
ven hath made him a burnt-/acrifice. And lo, he 
is become to me the bread of (fe. 

Let us go then to take and eat it. For though 
the inſtruments that bruiſed him be broken, and 
the flames that burnt him be put out, yet this bread 
continues new. The ſpears and ſwords that flew, 
and the burnings that compleated the ſacrifice, are 
many years ſince ſcattered and ſpent. But the ſweet 
ſmell of the offering {till remains, the blood is ſtill 
warm; the wounds ſtill freſh, and the Lamb ſtill 
landing as ſlain. Any other ſacrifice by time may 
loſe its ſtrength. But thou, O eternal Victim, of- 
fered up to God through the eternal Spirit, remaineſt 
always the ſame. And as thy years ſhall not fail, 
ſo they ſhall never abate any thing of thy ſaving 
ſtrength and mercy. O help me, that they abate 
nothing of my faith! Help me to grieve for my 
ſins and thy pains, as they did who ſaw thee ſuffer. 
Let my heart burn to follow thee now, when this 
bread is broken at this table, as the hearts of thy 
diſciples did, when thou didit break it in E maus. 
O Rock of Vrael, rock of ſalvation, rock ſtruck

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and cleft for me, let thoſe two ſtreams of blood and 
water which once guſhed out of thy ſide, bring 
down pardon and holineſs into my ſoul. And let 


me thuſt after them now, as if I ſtood upon the 


mountain, whence ſprung this water; and near the 
Cleft of that rock, the wounds of my Lord, whence 
guſhed this ſacred blood. All the diſtance of times 
and countries between Adam and me, doth not keep 
his fin and puniſhment from reaching me, any more 
than if I had been born in his houſe. Adam def. 
cended from above, let thy blood reach as far, and 
come as freely to ſave and ſanclify me, as the blood 


of my firſt father did both to deſtroy and defile me.

1. AS to the preſent graces. that attend the due 


uſe of this Sacrament, It is, firit, a figure 


| whereby God repreſents, 2. An inſtrument whereby 


he conveys. them, 85 | 

Firſt, It is a fegure or ſign thereof. It is the or- 
dinary way of God, when he either promiſes or. 
heſtows on men any conſiderable bleſſing, to confirm 
his word and bis git, with the addition of ſome ſign. 
So the burning buſh was a ſign to Moſes, and the 
cloud that went with them, to the Haclites. And. 
in like manner, hath Chriſt ordained outward viſible 
ſigns of inward and ſpiritual grace, to aſſure every 
one who believes, that he ſhall be uncut 
| | | | ſins,

fins, as certainly as he ſees that water, and he ſhall 
be fed with the grace of God, as certainly as he 
feeds on this bread and wine, | E 
2. And as water was fitly choſen for the outward 
ſign in baptiſm, becauſe of the virtue it hath to 
cleanſe and purify : ſo were bread and wine fitly 
choſen for the outward figns of what is repreſented 
in the Lord's Supper: viz. Firſt, The ſufferings of 
Chriſt ; and ſecond, The bleſſings we receive there- 
by. Firſt, The ſufferings of Chriſt, This bread 
and wine do not ſuſtain me, till the one has been 
cut down, ground, and baked with fire, and the - 
other preſſed and trodden under foot. Nor did the 


Son of God ſave me, but by being bruiſed, and 


preſt, and conſumed, as it were, by the fire of God's 
wrath. As the beſt corn is not bread while it ſtands 
in the field; ſo neither could Jeſus, living, teach- 
ng, "— miracles, ho res — KS Js Ns 
muſt be Jeſus /ufering, Jeſus crucified, Jelus dy- 
ing. Nothing — un. croſs, than 9 
death, my Lord, my God! could of thy deareſt

3. This Sacrament, ſecondly, repreſents the bleſ- 
ſings which we receive by his paſſion, Now as 
without bread and wine, or ſomething anſwerable 
to it, the ſtrongeſt bodies ſoon decay, ſo without 
the virtue of the body and blood of Chriſt, the 
holieft fouls muſt ſoon periſh. And as bread and 
wine keep up our -'zatural {fe, ſo doth our Lord 
Jeſus, by a continual /upply af ſtrength and grace, 
repreſented by bread and wine, ſuſtain that ritual 
life which he hach procured us by his croſs. 
4. The firſt breath of ſpiritual life in our noſtrils, 
is the firſt purchaſe of Chriſt's blood. But alas 


How ſoon would this firſt life vaniſh away were 


it not followed and ſupported by a ſecond ! There. 


fore the ſacrifice of Chriſt procures alfo grace, to 
renew and preſerve the lite he hath given. As

the blood which he ſhed, ſatisfied the divine juſtice, 


and removed our puniſhment, ſo.the water waſhes 
and cleanſes the pardoned ſoul; and both theſe . 
| bleſſings are inſeparable ; even as the blood and 
water were, which flowed together out. of his ſide. 
... 5 There remains yet another life, which is an 
abſolute redemption from death and our miſeries, 
This, as to the right of it, is together with the 
other, purchaſed with the ſame ſacrifice : but as to 
the poſſeſſion, it is reſerved. for us in heaven, till 
Chriſt become our full and final redemption. Now 
the Giver of theſe lives, is the Preſerver of them 
too; and to this end, he ſets up a table by his altar. 
where he engages to feed our ſouls, withthe conſtant 
ſupply of his mercies, as really as he feeds our bo- 
dies, with his, bread and wine. In the. dehverance 
from Egypt, here is a people ſaved by the ſacrifice 
of the paſſover; and left. they ſhould die in: the 
wilderneſs, there you ſee an angel leading them 
with his light, keeping them cool under 3 
of his cloud, and feeding them with manna. Jefus 
is the Truth foreſhewed by theſe figures. He was 
the true paſſover, when he died upon the croſs. 
And he feeds from heaven, by. continually pouring 
out his bleſſings, the ſouls he redeemed by pouting 
6. Thus this Sacrament alone repreſents. at once, 
both what our Lord ſuffered, and what he ſtill doth 
for us. What we take and eat, is made of a ſub- 
ſtance, cut, bruiſed, and put to the fire; that ſhews 
my Saviour's paſſion: and it was uſed thus, that it 
might afford me food; that ſhews the benefit I re- 
ceive from his paſſion. In the Sacrament are re- 
preſented both life and death ; the life 1s mine ; the 
death my Savieur's. O bleſſed Jeſus, my life comes 
out of thy death; and the falvation. which I hope 
for, is purchaſed with all the pain and agonies which 
thou didſt ſuffer, „F 
=p | 7. Authot 
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7. Author of my ſalvation! beſtow on me theſe 
two bleſfings, which the Sacrament ſhews together, 
Mercy, and Strength to keep mercy. Hoſfannah, 
O Son of David, ſave and preſerve ! Save me that 
I may not fall by the hand of the deſtroyer ; and 
preſerve me, that after this ſalvation I may not fall 
by my own hand: but fet forward in me, notwith- 
ſtanding all my fins, the work at. thy faithful mer- 
cies, Let me not increaſe my guilt, by abuſing 
what thou gaveit. My Saviour, my Preſerver, give 
me always what thou giveſt once. Create in me 
a new heart; but keep what thou createſt, and in- 
creaſe more and more what thou planteſt.

ITHERTO we have conſidered. this 0 

Sacrament both as a memorial of the death 
of Chriſt, and a /n of thoſe graces wherewith 
he Uſtains and nouriſhes believing ſouls, But this 
is not all: for both the end of the holy communion, 
the. wants and deſires of thoſe who receive it, and 
the ſtrength of other places of ſcripture require, that 
much more be contained therein, than a bare me- 


morial or repreſentation. 45 The end of the holy 


Communion, which is to make us partakers of Chriſt 


in another manner, than when we only hear his 


word. 2. The wants and deſires of thoſe who re- 
ceive it; who ſeek not a bare -7epre/entation or re. 
membrance. I want and feck my Saviour himſelf, 
and I baſte to this Sacrament for the ſame purpoſe 
hn haſted to his ſepulchre; 
becauſe I hope to find him there. g. The ſtrength 
of other places in ſcripture, which allow it a far 

reater virtue than of repreſenting only. The cup 
of bleſſing which we bleſs, is it not the communion of 
the blood of Chriſt ? A means of nora re 


the blood there repreſented and es, 


every believing ſoul ! 

2. And that it doth convey grace and bleſ ing 
to the true believer, is evident from its conveying 
a curſe to the profane. Whoſoever eateth unworthuly, 
faith St. Paul, ecateth damnation to lamſelf. And 
now can we think, that it is thus really hurtful 
but not really bliſsful in its right 
uſe? Or that this bread ſhould be ectual to pro- 
cure death, but not ectual to procure Salvation? 
God forbid that the body of Chriſt, who came to 
e. not to deſtroy, ſhould not ſhed as much of its

g. I come then to God's altar with a full perſua- 
ſion, that theſe words, Tus 7s my body, promiſe me 
more than a figure ; that this holy, Ae is not 
a bare memorial only, but may. aclually conuey its 


many bleſſings to me, as it brings curſes on the pro- 


fane receiver. Indeed in what manner this is done, 
1 know not; it is enough for me to admire. One 


thing I know, (as ſaid the, blind man of our Lord) 
Is laid clay upon mine eyes, and behold I ſee, He 


hath bleſſed and given me this bread, and my ſoul 
received comfort. I know, that clay hath no hing 
in itſelf, which could have wrought ſuch a miracle. 
And I know that this Bread hath nothing an itſelf, 
which can impart grace, holineſs, and ſalvation. 
But I know alſo, that it is the ordinary way of God 
to produce his greateſt works, at the preſence [though

4. It was the right hand of the Lord, which of 
old time. brought theſe mighty things to paſs, either 
when the» Red Sea opened a way for /rac! to 
march, or when the rock poured out rivers to re- 
freſn them. And ſo now 1t is Chriſt himſelf, with 
his body and blood, once offered to Gnd upon the 
croſs, and: ever ſince ſtanding before him as flain, 
who fills his church with the perfumes of his ſacri- 
hce, whence faithful communicants return home, 
with-the firſt fruits of ſalvation, Bread and wine

can contribute no more to it, than the rod of Moſes, 


or the oil of the Apoſtles. But yet, ſince it pleaſeth 


Chriſt to work thereby, O my God, whenſoever 
thou ſhalt bid me, Go and waſh in Fordan, I will 
go; and will no more doubt of being made clean 
from my ſins, than if I had bathed in thy blood.

and blood have every where, but eſpecially at this 
ſacrament, a true and real preſence, When he 

offered himſelf upon earth, the vapour of his atone- 
ment went up and darkened the very ſun: and by 
rending the great veil, it clearly ſhewed, he had 
made a way into heaven, And ſince he is gone up, 

he ſends cown to earth the graces that ſpring contt- 
nually both from his everlaſting ſacrifice, aud from 


the continuat interceſſion that attends it. So that 
we need not ſay, Who will go 2 into heaven ? Since 


without either aſcending or deſcending, this ſacred 


body of Jeſus, fills with atonement an bleſſings the 
remoteſt parts of this temple.

6. Of theſe bleſſings Chriſt from above is pleaſed 
to beſtow ſometimes more, ſometimes leſs, in the 
ſeveral ordinances of his church, which as the ſtars 


in heaven, differ from each other in glory. Fafting, 


hearing his wcrd, are all good veſſels, to draw water 


from this well- of ſalvation. But they are not all 


equal. The holy communion when well uſed, 


exceeds as much in bleſſing, as it exceeds in dan- 


F rc.

In the 
purpoſe of God, his church and heaven go both 
together : that being the way that leads to this, as 
the holy place to the holzeft : both which are implied 
in what Chriſt calls the Aingdom o, God. Who- 
ſoever therefore are admitted to this dinner of the 
Lamb, unleſs they be wanting to themſelves, need 
not doubt of being admitted ts the marriage /up- 


per 


Pledge and an Earneft differ in this, that an 
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fer of him, who was dead, but now [oth for 


evbermore. 


g. Our Saviour hath given us by his death three 
kinds of life: and he promiſes to nouriſh us in 
every one of them, by theſe tokens of bread and 
wine, which he hath made this ſacrament. Two 
of theſe are already nouriſhed hereby ; but the third 
we are not yet come to. This- is that eternal life, 
for which we are as yet too vile veſſels. We are 
now neither of Age to enjoy our inheritance, nor 
able to bear the weight of eternal glory. And there- 
fore it lies for us in his hands. But we Auw in 
whom we have believed, and are perſuaded he is able 
to keep that ſafe which we have committed unto him 
againſt that day. By faith we depoſit or lay down 
this great treaſure in the hands of God to keep. 
And God by this ſacrament aſſures us, both that 
he will keep it ſafe, and will reſtore it to us when 
we are meet for 1t. „ „ 

4. This third uſe is the crown of the other two; 
and indeed they all aim at the ſame glory. The 


firſt is, to fet out as new and freſh the holy ſuffer- 


ings which have purchaſed our title to eternal hap- 
pineſs: the ſecond is, both to repreſent and con- 
vey to our ſouls, all neceſſary graces to qualify us 
for it: and the third is, to affure us, that when we 
are qualified for it, God will faithfully render to us 
the Purchafe. And theſe three make up the proper 
ſenſe of thoſe words, take eat; this is my body; for 
the conſecrated bread doth not only repreſent his 
body, and bring the virtue of it into our fouls on 
earth; but as to our happineſs in heaven, bought 
wich that price, it is the moſt ſolemn inſtrument 
to aſſure our title to it. „ ; 

5. Our bleffed Lord being deſirous before his 
death, as by a deed of his laſt will, to fettle on his 
diſciples both ſuch a meaſure of grace in this life, 
as might now make them ys and after this life, 
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as ſuch a fulneſs of bleſſings as might make them eter- 
nally happy: he delivers into our hands by way of 
inſtrument and conveyance, the bleſſed facrament of 
© his body and blood: in the ſame manner as kings uſe 


to beſtow dignities, by the beſtowing of a /taff or a 


[word : and as fathers beſtow eſtates on their children, 
by giving them ſome few wtitings. 

* The reaſon of all this is, the giver cannot put 
into his friend's hands, houſes and lands, becauſe 


they are of an immoveable nature. And therefore 


this muſt be ſupplied by ſome forms or tokens, by 
which his deſign may be ſufficiently made known. 
Now Chriſt and his eſtate, his happineſs and his 
glory, his eternity and his heaven, are not things that 

may be moved more eaſily tlian the mountains on the 
earth. And therefore 4 þ can be no otherwiſe made 
over, than great immoveable eſtates are. Wherefore 
das the kingdom of [/7ae/ was once made over to 


David, with the oil that Samuel poured upon his 


head; fo the body and blood of Jefus is zn full value, 
and heaven with all its glory in ſure title made over 
to true chriſtians ay Bald and wine which they 
receive in the holy communion : the miniſter of 
Chriſt having as much power from his maſter for 
doing this, as any prophet ever had for what he did. 

7. O Lord Jeſus, who haſt ordained theſe. myſ- 


teries for a communion of thy Po a means of thy 


ettle me hereby in 


grace, and a pledge of thy glory, 


the communion of thy ſufferings which they ſhew 


Forth; feed me with that living bread which they 
repreſent ; and ſanctify me in body and ſpirit for that 


eternal happineſs which they promiſe. 


Eternal Prieſt, who art gone up on high, to receive 


gifts for men, fill my heart, I beſeech thee, with 
bleſſings out of. thy holy ſeat, as now thou filleft my 
mouth with the holy things of thy church. O that 
in the ſtrength of this meat, I may walk my forty 
days, till I come to that holy mountain, where with-

Concerning the Sacrament, as it is a ſacrifice. 
And firſt, of the commemorative ſacrifice. 


1. THERE never was on earth a true religion, 


without ſome kind of ſacrifices. And the 
heathens who caſt this ſlander on the Chriſtian church, 
did it for no better reaſon than this, becauſe they faw 
neither altars ſet up, nor beaſts fiain or burnt among 


them. Even as they accuſed the Jews of adoring 
nothing but clouds, becauſe they had no gods of 


ſtone or filver. Whereas in truth, as what was ſtone 


or ſilver could not be a god; ſo neither could the bare 
ſlaughter of beaſts, be a real ſacrifice. None of theſe 


ſacrifices could ever take away ſin, but.in dependence 


on that of Jeſus Chriſt. And no ſacrifice under tlie 


law could repreſent our ſervice to God, ſo fully as it 


is done under the goſpel. The holy communion alone 
brings together theſe two great ends, atonement of 
| fins, and acceptable duty to God, of which all the 


facrifices of old, were no more than weak ſhadows. 
As for the atonement of fin, it is ſure the ſacrifice of 
Chriſt alone was ſufficient for it : and that this great 
ſacrifice, being both of an infinite value, to ſatisfy 
the moſt fevere juſtice, and of an infinite vutue, to 


produce all its effects at once, need never more be re- 


peated. This perhaps was the want of faith in Mo/es : 
(Numb. xx. 12.) to ſtrike a ſecond time, and with- 
out order, that myſterious rock, which to ſtrike once 
had been enough. For this fecond blow could only 
proceed from a faithleſs miſtruſt, as if the firſt, hic 
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alone was enjoined, could not ſüſfice. But it were a 


much 
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much greater offence againſt the blood of Chriſt, te 
queſtion its infinite worth. The offering of it there. 
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fore muſt need be once only ; and the repeating there. 


of, utterly ſuperfluous. 


2, Neverthelels this ſacrifice, which by a zeal obli. 
ation was not to be offered more than once, 1s by a 
levout and thankful commemoration to be offered u 
every day. This is what the Apoſtle calls, 70 et 

orth the death of the Lord : to ſet it forth as well 
tore the eyes of God his Father, as before the eyes 


of men: and what St. Auſtin exp/azned, when he 


ſaid, the holy fleſh of Jeſus was offered in three man. 
ners; by prefiguring ſacrifices under the law, before 
his coming into the world, in real deed upon his 


croſs, and by a commemorative ſacrament. after he. 


aſcended into heaven. All comes to this, 1. That the 


ſacrifice in uſelf, can never be repeated; 2. That 


nevertheleſs, this ſacrament, by our remembrances 
becomes a kind of /acrzfice, whereby we preſent 


betore God the Father, that precious oblation of his 


Son once offered. And thus do we every day offer 
unto God, the meritorious ſufferings of our Lord, as 
the only ſure ground whereon God may give, and we 
obtain the bleſſings we pray for. Now there is no 
ordinance Or myſtery, that is ſo bleſſed an inftrument 
to reach this everlaſting ſacrifice, and to ſet it ſolemn- 
ly forth betore the eyes of God, as the holy commu- 


nion is. To men it is a /acred table, where God's 


miniſter is ordered to repreſent from God his maſter, 


the paſſion of his dear Son, as ſtill freſh, and {till 
powerful for their eternal ſalvation. And to God it 


is an altar, whereon men myſtically preſent to him, 
the ſame ſacrifice as ſtill bleeding and ſuing for mercy. 


And becauſe it is the high prieſt himſelf, the true 


anointed of the Lord, who hath ſet up both this table 
and the altar, for the communication of his body and 
Þlood to men, and for the repreſentation of both to 
Ged; it cannct be doubted but that the one is moſt 
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profitable in the penitent ſinner, and the other moſt 
acceptable to his a father. 1 
g. The people of Vrael in ee e, ever 
turned their eyes and their hearts towards that ſacri- 
fice, the blood Whereof the high prieſt was to carry 
into the ſanctuary. So let us ever turn our eyes and 
our hearts'towards Jeſus our eternal — 2 ieh who 
is gone up into the true ſanttuary, and doth there con- 
tinually preſent both his own body and blood bohrte 
God, and (as Aaron did) all the true Iſrael of 604 
in a memorial. In the mean time, we beneath in tlie 
church, preſent to God his body and blood in a me- 
morial, that under this ſhadow of his crofs, and hpitte 
ok his ſacrifice, we may preſent ourſelves in very 
deed before him, | FOO 
4. O Lord, who ſeeſt nothing in me, that is tru 


mine, but finful duſt and aſhes, Took upon the Lac. 
fice of thy dear Son, once offered for my ſins. Turm 


thine eyes, O merciful Father, to the ſutisfacłien and 


interceſſion of my Lord, who now fits at thy righ

that by the help of theſe mercies, the world, the 
church, and our ſouls may glorify thee now and

St. John likewiſe, upon this ſame communion or 7 
fellowſhip. The truth is, our Lord had neither birth, Ne a 
nor death, nor reſurrection on earth, but ſuch as we Ned. 
are to conform to: as he hath neither aſcenſion, nor Wy; 
everlaſting 
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everlaſting life, nor glory in heaven, but ſuch as we 
may have in common with him. 

4. This conformity to Chriſt, which is the grand 
principle of the whole Chriſtian religion, relates 
firſt to our duty, about his /ufferings ; and then to 
our happineſs, about his exa/tation, preſuppoſing his 
ufferings, And both make up a full comment on 
our Lord's frequent command to his diſciples, to fol- 
For without doubt we ſhall follow him 
into heaven, if we will follow him on earth; and 
ſhall have communion with him in glory, it we have 


conformity with him here in his ſuffermgs. 


5. Thele expreſſions, to follow, to have conformity, 
and to have communton, oblige us all to follow him, 
as much as in us hes, through all the parts of his lite, 
and every function of his office. We muſt be born 
with him, die on his croſs, be buried in his grave, ſut- 
fer in his tribulations. Chriſt and Chriſtians muſt be 
continually together: where I am, ſaith he, there 

all my jervant be. But of all theſe duties, the moſt 
neceſſary is, the bearing his cro/s, and dying with 
him in /acr2fice. To fe Tu 
6. Chriſt never deſigned to offer himſelf for his 
people, without his people; no more than the high 
prieſts of old. He preſented himſelf to God, in this 
great temple, the world, at the head of all mankind. 
He came as a voluntary victim to the altar, being at- 
tended on by his Hrael, who, as it were, with their 
hands laid all their fins upon his head. Therefore, 
as it was neceſſary, that they who ſought for atone- 
ment ſhould wait upon the ſacrifice :. ſo it is, that 
whoever ſeeks eternal ſalvation, ſhould wait at the 
altar, the croſs, whereon this eternal prieſt and ſacri- 
lice was pleaſed to offer up himſelf. 

7. The ſinners indeed under the law did not die at 
the altar, the victim alone being burned and deſtroy- 
ed. But becauſe they laid their hands on it when it 
was dying, and fell on their faces to the wr: 
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chen it. fell bleeding to death, they were reputed fo 
offer up themſelves as well as the victim. So Chrif. 
ttlans are not cracified in the ſame manner as Chriſ 
was, yet becauſe they caſt: themſelves upon his croſs 
and ſufferings, : as the only means of atonement; for 
their ſins an lelvation for their fouls; becauſe of the 
grief they ſuffer to think of the Son of God thus 
dying, dying only for their ſake, which is as a ford 
both to-prerce their hearts, and to pierce and crucify 
their ſins; and becauſe their whole body of ſin being 
tlus crucified, there remains no life in them, but 
what is offered up to God's ſervice: on all theſe 
rounds, the Saviour thus offering himſelf, and the 
2 ed ſo united to him by faith, ſo partaking of his 
ſufferings, and fo given up to his will, Are accounted 
before God one and the ſame ſacrifice. 

8. But be it obſerved, that in order to their being 
ſo accounted, they are to crucify their ſinful mem. 
bers, as.really as as Chriſt himſelf had his ſinleſs body 
crucified : ſo that each may ſay, Tam crucified io 
the world, and the world crucified to me. And thus 
Jeſus Chriſt and his whole church do together make 

up that complete ſacrifice, which was foreſhewn by 
that of old, whereof, the kidnies and fat were burnt 
upon the.altar ; but the fleſh; the ſkin, feet, and dung 
(emblems of fn) were thrownand burnt without the 
camp. Fox. Chriſt and his church ſo Joined in one 
offering, that he contributes all that can go up into 
heaven, to appeaſe and pleaſe God; and we contri- 
bute nething but ſin, but what muſt be removed out 
of the way ; and ſo that it is needful farther, in or- 
der to our being accounted one ſacrifice with him, 
that not only our perſons but all our actions likewiſe, 
be wholly devoted to God. I am crucified, with 
Chriſti Now I live not, 5 the chriſtian) ht 
Chrift livethi in me.

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9. This act of the church confecrating herſelf to 
God, and ſo joined to Chriſt, as to make but one 
oblation with him, is the myſtery which was once 
repreſented by the daily ſacrifice: the firſt and chief 
part whereof was the lamb, which did foreſhew the 
Lamb of God : the ſecond was the meat (or rather 
meal) and drink offering, made of flour, mingled 
with oil and wine; all which being thrown on the 
lamb continually, was accounted one and the ſame 
ſacrifice. Now®theſe, which were ſo thrown on the 


main ſacrifice, ſignified N theſe offerings, 


which Chriſtians muſt preſent to God of themſelves, 
their goods and their praiſes. From this meal and 
drink-offering came the bread and wine to be uſed 
at the Lord's-ſupper. Now all we can offer on 
our own account is, but ſuch an oblation as this meal 
and drink-offering was, which cannot be preſen ed 
alone, but only with the merits of Jeſus Chriſt, 
and which cannot go to heaven but with the ſmoke 
of that great burnt- ſacrifice. On the one fide, 
neither our perſons nor works can be pieſented to 
God, otherwiſe than as theſe additional offerings, 
which of themſelves fall to the ground, unleſs the 
great ſacrifice ſuſtain them. And on the other ſide, 
this great ſacrifice ſuſtains and ſanctiſies only thaſe 
things, that are thrown into his fire, hallowed upon 


his altar, and together with him conſecrated to 


God. | > 
10. Now though we are called at all times to this 
conformity and communion in the ſufferings of Chriſt, 
yet more eſpecially when we approach this hol 
myſtery, let us take a peculiar care, that as both the 
principal and additional ſacrifices went up toward 
heaven in the ſame flame, ſo Jeſus Chriſt and all 
his members may jointly appear before God, that 
we may offer up -our fouls and- bodies, at the ſame 
time, in the fame place, and in the ſame oblation. 
Let us take care to attend on this ſacriace in ſuch 
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a manner, 1. As may become faithful diſciples, 
who are reſolved to die for and with their maſter, 
2. As true members that cannot outlive their head: 
and g. As penitent ſinners, who cannot look for 
any ſhare in the glory of their Saviour, unleſs thi 
really enter into the communion of that ſacrifice 
and thoſe ſufferings, which their maſter, their head, 
and their Saviour has paſt through, and which they 
are engaged to by this very Sacrament, | 
11. To this effect, the faithful worſhipper, preſent. 


ing that ſoul and body which God hath given him, 


at the altar may fay, | 

Lo, I come! if this ſoul and body may be uſeful 
to any thing, 20 do thy will, O God. And if it 
pleaſe - thee to uſe the power thou haſt over duſt 
and aſhes, over weak fleſh and blood, over a brittle 
veſſel of clay, over the work of thine own hands ; 
lo, here they are to ſuffer alſo thy good pleaſure, 
If thou pleaſe to viſit me either with pain or diſho- 
nour, I will humble myſelf under it, and through 
thy grace, be obed:ent unto death, even the death upon 


the cro/s. Whatſoever may befal me either from 


neighbours or ſtrangers, ſince it is thou employeſt 
them, though they know it not (unleſs thou help me 
to ſome lawful means of redreſſing the wrong) I 
will not open my mouth before the Lord who ſmiteth 
me, except only to ſing the P/a/m after I have 
eaten thoſe bitter herbs. which belong to this paſſo- 
ver, and to bleſs the Lord. Hereafter no man can 
take away any thing from me, no lite, no honour, 
no eſtate : ſince I am ready to lay them down, as 
ſoon as I perceive thou requireſt them at my hands. 
Nevertheleſs, O Father, if thou be willing, remove 
this * from me; but if not, thy will be done. What- 
ever {ufferings hereafter may trouble my fleſh, or 
whatever agonies may trouble my ſpirit, O Father, 
into thy hand will 1 commend my life, and all that 
concerneth it. And if thou be pleaſed, either that

| live yet awhile, or not, I will with my Saviour, 
bow down my head, I will humble. myſelf under 
thy hand ; I will give up all thou art pleaſed to aſk, 
until at laſt I give up the Ghoſe. = 
12. O Gol and Father, beſtow on me ſuch a 
meaſure of that ſpirit, through which thy Son offer, 
ed himſelf, as may ſanctify for ever the body ana 
ſoul which I now offer: a ſpirit of contrition, 
that I may loath thoſe ſins which delivered my 
God to death ; and a ſpirit of holineſs, that I may 
never be tempted to them again, any more than a cru- 
cified man can be tempted. O let this body never 
be united from his croſs, to return afreſh to folly 
and vanity, Arm and rod of the Lord, who didſt 
revenge my fins on thy own Son, correct and de- 
ſtroy them alſo in me. O my God, accept of a heart 
that ſheds now before thee its tears, as a poor victim 
does its blood; and that raiſes up unto thee all its 
deſires, as a burnt-offering does its flames. And 
ſince my ſacrifice can neither be holy nor accepted, 
heing alone, receive it, O Father, * with the 
righteouſneſs of thy Son, and made acceptable with 
that holy perfume which riſes from off his altar : 


and grant that he who ſanctifies, and they who are 


ſanctified, may partake of one paſſion, and enjoy 
with thee the ſame glory! 5 


SECT. va. 
Concerning the ſacrifice of our goods, © 


1 is an expreſs command of God by Moſes, that 
no worſhipper ſhould appear before the Lord 
empty. Nor is this repealed by Chriſt. Sincere 
Chriſtians therefore, at the receiving of the holy 
communion, ſhould together with the actual facri- 
hce of themſelves, bring the free-will-offering of 
their goods. Indeed this as naturally follows the 
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former, as the fruits and leaves follows the tree, 
and as what we have. or ean, comes after what 


we are. Otherwiſe, our ſacrifice were maimed, 


and would not ſuit with that of Chriſt, which was 
whole and entire. Therefore, as onr bodies and 
ſouls are ſacrifices attending the ſacrifice of Chriſt, 
ſo muſt all our goods attend the ſacrifice of our 
perſons. In a word, whenſoever we offer ourſelves, 
we offer by the ſelf-ſame act, all that we have, all 
that we can, and do therein engage for all, that it 
ſhall be dedicated to the glory of God, and that 
it ſhall be ſurrendered into his hands, and emplayed 
for ſuch uſes as he ſhall appoint. 

2. It behoved //rael to go forth out of Egypt, 
with all their cattle and goods, to offer them unto 
the Lord, that he might take either all, or ſuch a 
pat. as he would be pleaſed to chuſe. And ſo it 

ehoves every {inner at his converſion to God, and 
whenever he approaches his table, to conſecrate all 
he has to Jeſus Chriſt, From that very moment 
that we give up ourſelves to Chriſt, who hath like- 
wiſe given himſelf for us, as all he poſſeſſes becomes 
ours, namely, his grace, his immortality, his glory, 
* he beſtows upon us at the times he ſees beſt 
for our ſalvation) ſo all we have becomes his, and 
he may take it after, in what time and manner he 
ſhall fee beſt for his glory. All things are his, as 
he is ſovereign Lord and God. But all that we 
have is h s by a farther title, becauſe we have given 
them, with our own perſons, by our own act and 
deed. So that all which we are, which we can give, 
even to the leaſt veſſel] in our houſes, is made 7 
in this one conſecration, according to the words of 
the prophet: In that day ſhall be upon the very 
bridles of the. horſes, Holineſs unto the Lord: and 
every pot in Jeruſalem and Judah ſhall be holy 
unto the Lord, Zech. xiv. 20, 21, : 
g. This 
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. This conſecration whereby the worſhipperoffers 
up himſelf, and all his concerns to God, is firſt, as 


to our ſouls and bodies, an inexpreſſible bleſſing, 


raiſing us to the very nature, the holineſs and im- 
mortality of God. - Secondly, as to the conſecrated 
things, it is a miraculous privilege, which infinite- 


ly multiplies whatever is thus parted with. It bleſſes 


the uſe of it, although it be but preſented, as long 


as we can enjoy it: and exchanges it when we can 


enjoy it no more, not as if water was turned into 


vine, or dirt into gold; but as if we can conceive 


a glaſs of water turned into ſtreams of everlaſting 
comforts, ſmall cottages of clay into royal palaces, 
or the duſt of 1/rae! into ſo many ſtars of heaven. 
4. Now though our Lord, by that everlaſting ſa- 
crifice of himſelf, offers himſelf at all times and in 
all places, as we likewiſe offer ourſelves and all 
that is ours, to be a continual ſacrifice: yet becauſe 


' Chriſt offers himſelf for us at the holy communion, 
in a peculiar manner; we alſo ſhould then, in a 


more ſpecial manner, renew all our ſacrifices. Then 


and there at the altar of God, it is right, both to 


repeat all the vows and promiſes, which for ſome 
hindrance or other we had not yet the convenience 
to fulfil; and to renew all thoſe other perform- 
ances, which can never be fulfilled, but with. the 


end of our days. | 
5. But at the ſame time that the chriſtian be- 


liever does any good work, let him draw out of the 


good treaſure of his heart, fire and frankincen/e, 
that is, ſuch zeal and love as may raiſe good, 
moral works into religious ſacrifices. Whenever 
he helps his neighbour, let him ſo reverenily and 
tervently lift up his heart to God, as may become 
both that Majeſty he adores, and the pious act 
which he intends. And then when ever he does it 
at his door, or in the way, or in the temple, it 
matters not; for the hour is long ſince come, that 
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acts of religion are not confined either to 2 
or lo this mountain. Where ſoever thou haſt the oc. 
caſion of doing a holy work, there God makes 
holy ground for thee : only, in order to become a 
ſpiritual worſhipper, the work muſt be done in 
wit and in truth : with ſuch a mind and thought, 
with ſuch faith and love, as though thou wert 
laying thy ob/atzon upon the altar, where thou know.
